~~ ye SY HE health of mankind has often 
“yard. been a principal fubject of your Pa- 
per: you have expofed poifonous 
Medicines, and let the world fee 
the milchief of Quacks 3 and I 
hope the publick think themfeives 
obliged to vou. I own myteif a 
ftudent in Phyfick ; and can hardly 
think, that any one who is concern- 
din that faculty is without publick compaffion. If then 
it has fallen inmy way to obferve fome injuries to health, 
from other things befides bad Medicines, I hope you will 
alow them a place in your Paper. , 

Strength and vigour of body and mind are fo ufeful in 
a kingdom which produces by nature very little for the 
fupport of life, but what mult be helped by culture, that 
it delerves the care of the publick. In Britain we have 
yery little to fupport life from our natural produce but 
fieth and fifth: we have all the other neceflaries of life to 
be fupplied by induitry, which in fuch a cold wet coun- 
try are Very many. Hence it is evident, that all the 
means of preferving our bodies vigorous and robult, are 
to be obferved 3 and thofe which dejeét and weaken them, 
tobe efchewed. Many of each have employed my 
thoughts, and I cannot without concern ice our whole 
kindom every year encrealing the latter. 

The Government have thought proper to prevent the 
meaner fort of people from drinking Drams ; which had 
heen found to be very pernicious to the health of multi- 
tudes for thefe laft 20 years. I would now deliver fome 
Obfervations which I have made on the effect of Tez, a 
liquor drank almoft univerfally by the Rich 5 and now 
dayly diffufing itfelf among the Poor : which I conceive 
has done much greater hurt than the ufe of Spirituous Li- 
quors. This may appear from the confideration of the 
natures of Diet and Tea, and from a computation of the 
numbers which have drank Spirituous Liquors, com- 
pred with thole who have drank Tea. 
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in Britain where we have much wet and cold, our very 
appetites and paffions muft be very different trom thoie 
in India, where they have very little wet, and aimoft no 
cold. The pleafant herbsand fruits of each country mutt 
alfo be fo different in their qualicies, that it is not reafon- 
able to expect, that they fhould egree with the different tu- 
habitants. We fee this is true by experience: when Eng- 
lifhmen go to the Eait Indies, the Diet the:ze is to ditfe- 
rent from ours here, that nocwithitanding the Englifh on 
the {pot have naturalized itas much as poilible, yet maul- 
titudes dye; which I don’t impute to the heat of the cli- 
mate only, but to the Diet which is unnatural to Enghth 
conttitutions, efpecially that which is ufed for pleafure 
Here it may be obferved, that the diforders which hap- 
pen to Indians upon uting our country Diet, are of the 
inflummatory fore; and the diforders which happen to 
the Englifh upon uling theirs, are of the coll: quative fori, 
This thews, that onr Diet is richer and ftronger than 
theirs ; and that a changing of ours for theirs Goes not 
only hazard our health, but enfeeble our conflitucions. 
Rice is the grain which they chiefly ule in Diet, ours is 
Wheat. Moit people can difcern, that iice is of a more 
infipid nature than wheat: it has lefs nutritive oily parts, 
and fo does produce weaker blood and poorer (pirits, 
The poornefs of their Diet is undoubtedly the c. ule of 
the feeblenefs and effeminacy of their perfons. On the 
contrary, our Englifh beet-ard wheat pudding for catibles, 
and good ale for drinkables, has very probably been tre 
foundation of che antient Englith titre. gth and courage i 
the decreaie of which I cannot mention without much 
regret. If Tam not mifiniormed, the Indians drink for 
pleafure very little of f{pirituous things, but moitly Tea, 
Salop, Sago, and Rice Gruels, and fuch like warm watry 
liquids. And their pleafurable vatables are fuch as Musk 
andWater-melons, Oranges, Citrons, Pomegranates, Sugar- 
cane, &c. 

We in Britain formerly ufed only fermented liquors 





for pleafure, as Beer, Ale, Cyder, Wine, &c. and the

are generally added in our Diet for the fake of pleaiure. 
Animal food is of the higheft kind, for nourifhment and 
pleafure alfo, while the appetite lafts; but when that is 
fatiated, meat is too rich to be continued any longer out 
of pleafure. Fith indeed is of a lower and poorer nature 3 
yeteven that is fuficiently rich to clog the appetite be- 


forethe ftomach can be faid to be full. Vegetables may | Juti the contrary is it 


be eaten after either : for there are very few which are jo 
fatiating, but a perfon may fill his tomach with them af- 
ter his appetite has been fatished with Fifth or Fleth. 
lence we may obferve, that no Diet which is very nou. 
tithing can be eat to fullnefs: becaufe thofe parts which 
nourifh are oyly and very fatiating, as flefh, eggs, &c. 
but that Diet which is leis nourifhing may,as Vegetables in 
Beneral. There is however avery great difference in Vegeta- 
bles, fome are of oyly partsand very nutritive, fuch as Peas, 
Beans, Almonds, Wheat, Barley, Oats, &c. fome lefs nu- 
tritive and lefsoyly, as Turnips, Carrots, Parfnips, Jeru- 
filem Artichoaks, Potatoes, Cabbage, Spinnage, Salating. 
Other Vegetables which are eat for plealure have the leatt 
oylin them, and nourifh lea/t of all, as Apples, Pears, 
umbds, Goosberries, Currants, and’ all the juicy fruits. 
Providence has been fo bountiful as to furnifh every Coun. 
tty with a mixture of thefe pleafant things, along with 
thofe which are for our real {upposts and thofe which 
grow inevery country, either fpontaneoufly, or by culture, 
‘generally {peaking moft friendly to the inhabitants. 
‘Ais feems to be a matter of neceflity : for as we fee the 
ifferent climates frame very difierent appetites and con- 
tutions ; fo it is very natural to expeét, that our produce 
T food in this cold northern ifle, fhould be unfit for 
nofe inthe warm fouthern parts.. A pound of roait 
ttand a quart of ale, which is a common meal fora 
ete man here, could hardly be eaten by § or if eaten, 
the tendanger the life of an Eaft-Indian, On the o- 
whi fod, a piece of fugar-cane, and a cup of water, 
slit, a very good meal there, would reduce an En- 
4 "Man fome pounds lighter and much weaker in a few 
Y% So that our Diet fhould undoubtedly be of home 
h, unlefs it be of the grain or pulfe kind ; which 
WS in all] Climates, either naturally, or by cultivation. 
tre feems as great a neceflity too, that our pleafant 
les and drinkables fhould be of home growth : for 











to many difeafes, the Gout and Sione in particular. This 
might very likely be owing to the unfitnels of this foreign 
commodity to our climate. For where the vine grows 
wild by nature, the country is very hots which both ri- 
pens the grape to perfect {weetnels (whole juice will then 
make wine with very little Tartar in it) asin che Maderas 
and Spain; andelio by keeping the pores of the body very 
open, helps to peripire that thin but coagulating Iguor. 
ith diinkers of wine in countnes 
which doe not naturally produce it: the wine 
tartarous, and their pores too cloie te tufler it to per{pire 
Such are often relieved by going only into hot countries 5 
where the climate has aliered their habits more fuitably to 
that liquor with which they had g'ucted their conttiru- 
tions. I hope from hence is appeers plain, that our Eat- 
ablesand Drinkables, both for iuflenance and pleaiure, 
fhould be fuch as either do, or would grow at hoz.e. 

The fecend thing to be conitdered is the nature of Tea, 
of which there are feveral forts; but as they are but one 
kind of plant, and differ only as malt may do,in being high 
or flack dry’d, or being fiver or courfer, ( I fhali conii- 
der them al! as one. ——— Tea is the leaf ot a {mall fhiub 
of the kind of our Dog-tree, of an auftere bitter aitringent 
tafte, wichout any aromatic warmth. It has but very lic- 
the oyl in it, and that which it has is of the reliny kind, 
is narcotic and ilupefactive : it has alfo but very little fale, 
and that is of the fixed kiad. 

If we confider the naiure of Tea with the nature of 
Englifh Diet, as mentioned be/ore, no one can think it a 
proper Vezetable for our Diet. It has no parts fit to be 
aflimilated to our bodies: its effential falt does not hold 
moilture enough to be joined to the budy of an animal; 
its oyl is but very little, and that of the opiate kind; and 
therefore it is fo far from being nutritive, that it irri. 
tates and frets the nerves and fibres, exciting the expulfive 
faculty 5 fo that the body may be leffened and weakened, 
but it cannot increaie and be ftrengthened by it. We 
fee this by common experience: the firit time perfons 
drink it, if they are full grown, it generally gives 
them a pain at the ftomach, deje¢tion of {pirts, cold 
{weats, palpitation at the heart, trembling, fearfullnefs 5 
taking away the fente of fullnefs, though preicutly afte: 
meals, and caufing a hypocondriac knawing appetite. 
Theie fymptoms (which are very little inferior to what 
the moft poifonous Vegetables we have in England would 


more 





occafion, when dryed and ufed in the fame manner) do 
not however always follow the ule of it: but habituating 
one’s felf to drink it often, thole effeéts decreafe, and at 
length, if the confticution is ilrong, quite ceafes unlefs 
the ufual dofe be increated, and then it difturbs as before. 
This is the caie of Tobacco, and of moft other Narco- 
tics, (uch as Poppies, Nighithade, &c. Tea is alfo like 
them in another effeét, which it has upon all perfons, 
that when they have accuftomed themfelves to drink it, 
plentifully, they cannot with any quiet of mind leave it 
off. Which isan argument againft the wholfomenels of it, 
full as ftrong as any of thé others: for there is nothing 
which is fit for food, which fo alters the body, that the 
leaving it off gives difquiet. For then it mult follow, that 
the conftitutions of °. .fe perfons were jo fuited to that 
one herb, that they could not be healthy without it 3 


| which I think would be an imputation of cruelty on the 


Father of mercies. VWhatever herbs alter the body much 
are medicinal, and not fit for Dict : our common Englifh 
Diet may be altered every meal, without any grief or ve- 
hement longing after any fort of it. This is atufficient 
proof, that Tca is too great an alterative to be ufed com- 
monly, either for Diet or pleafure. And here I may ob- 
‘erve, that alchough it is a powerful alterative, yet the 
Phy ficians cannot bring it into any fleady practice. Forty 
years ago it was valtly cried up tor Coniumptions, &¢. 


ic was tried, when the Phyficians knew much lefs from 


Otervations on its effeéts than they do now’: but neither 
hetr former tryals on the fick, nor their fucceeding obfer- 
vations of its effects on the weil, have enccuraged them to 
give it any place in practice. ‘T’his is no trifling obferva- 
wen: for we have no Eaglith plant, though ever fo poi- 
fonous, but the Phyficians ufe it in fome cafe or other: 
but this Indian fhrub alters the body it feemsin fuch a 
manner, as the Phyticians never want in any cafe with 
their patients, or fure enough they would prefcribe fuch 
pleafant phyfick, at leaft to their favourites. I conclude 
then, that Vea is utterly improper for food, hitherto ule- 
lels is phyfick, and therefore to be ranged among the Pog. 
(enous Vegetables. 

Some may argue that they have drank it 30 or 40 years, 
and they don’t find any of the ill effeéts which I have 
mentioned. To which I anfwer, that they may have for- 
gotten perhaps what eifeét it firft had on them, although 





veryrobutt people; and habit may have long ago made theif 
conititutions fo eafy to it, that they coula not even leave 
it off without feeling confiderable uneafinefs. But jet 
tender and weakly pertons begin to ufe acommon quaiitity 
of .he infution of tais herb, and fee if ic has no bad effedt: 
i is fucn who are the molt proper judges. A ftrong 
main may allege, thac beefis aseaty to digelt as lamb, becaule 
ic never ade him fick in his lite, Some very weakly per- 
tons nay be allo aled to Vea eveu betore Chey were born, 
and may not perceive the all effect of it now grown up. 
{ appeal to comuon experience and obiervation, believing 
thac*there is but few families in Great Britain, but 
what have too piainly felt thofe ill effets which I have 
inentioned. 

Thete ill effets of Tea are not all the mifchief which 
it occalions. Did it caufe none of them, but were it en- 
tirely whollume as Balm or Mint, it were yet milchief e- 
nough to have our whole populace afed to fip warm wa- 
ie: ina mincing effeminate manner once or twice every 
day ; which bot water muft be fupped out of a nice Tea- 
cup, {weatened with fugar, biting a bit of nice thin bread 
and butter between whiles: this mocks the ftrong 
appetite, relaxes the flomach, fatiates it with trifling lighe 
nick-nacks, Which have little in them to fupport hard 
labour. ia this manner the bold and brave become 








deitardly, the Rrong become weak, the women be- 


icome barren; or if they breed, their blood is made fo 


poor, that they have not ftrergth to fuckle, and if they 
do, the child dies of the gripes: in dhort, it gives an ef- 
feminate weakly turn to the people in general. The poar 
people’s children which are bred with it, as they really 
are in thecitysand towns, are énly fit for foot-men and 
chambermaids. May not this ill Diet be a great caule of 
the want we have of labouring fervants, the rife of 
their wages, and the prodigality which the common 
fervants have fhewn within thefe laft fifty years. Ic is 
now become a part of the covenant with labouring fere 
vants truely, that they mufibe allowed Tea for breakfeat. 
If this unwholeiome weed is not in tome degree prohie 
bited by the Government, I can expect nothing lefs, in 
one generation more, but that we muft hire foreigners, 
as they do in Spain, to de our hard labours and fer the 
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defence of the nation, I leave any one to judge what fol- 
diers we are like to have. 

It is very well remembered, that Tea was firft ufed by 
the rich, and when that had Matted their fpirits and racked 
their ftomachs, a Dram wasa known remedy. This 
might probably bring the poorer fort into Dram-drinking ; 
forghey could not fo well return to their labour with 
their fibres relaxed and {pirits dejected. May it not be ne- 
ceffary then to puta check upon the poorer fort of peo- 
ple’s ufing this depauperating liquor Tea, now the Le- 

iflature have debsrred them the help of Drams? It 
eems very reafonable to allow the labouring people fome 
cheap fpirituous liquor ; or to lay an equal reftraint 
on that, which in the ufe of it calls fu neceflarily for fuch 
aid and affiltance. Yet I cannot confine the reftraint I 
mention to the poorer fost only : becaufe F am convinced, 
that fach poor hot fuppings help to unmn our very Go- 
vernors $ and the Spaniards very likely had felt the 
forte of Englith Beer within this lait twenty years, if the 
_ufe of it had not been exchanged fur wasm water bewitch- 
ed with Indian poy fon. 

The !aft thing I hall remark fs, that the numbers 
which drink Tea are vaftly great: our home confumption 

ainly thews, that it is a general practice. Dram-drinking 

as been a practice among the poorer fort, becaufe they 
couid be made merry with diltilled Spirits cheaper than 
a 4 could with any other liquor ; acd their want of con- 
duét to be content with a moderate quantity, has hurt the 
conftitutions of many. But of whom? why, ota few poor 
Creatures chiefly in this city of London; perhaps ten in 
a parifh would lie at the Diftillers houfes, and be drunk 
every day. Suppofe that there were five thoufand which 
conftantly ufed thefe hot jiquors immoderately in this 
city, and 15,000 more round about the nation ; what are 
thefe to the numbers which are daily hurt by drinking 
Tea, Green or Bohea? A third part of the whole nation, 
com puted at about three millions of people, may be fup- 
pofed to ufe Tea conftuntly every day : and I have heard 
pe’fons in the phyfical way affert, that moft of them are 
hurt by it, although they are folulled by its intoxicating 
nature, that the injury is too generally imperceptible, 
till the conftieution is loaded with Neryous Dilorders ; 
and then away to the Dottor. If now fuch a very great 
number as three millions of pcople, both rich and poor, 
are in a conftant ufe of aliquor which enfeebles and ener- 
vates their conititutions 5 ic is farciy of much greater con 
fequence, that ss tri a reftraint be put upon drinking fuch 
a noxious Liquor, as there is now upon the drinking of 
Spirituous Liquors; there being in this way of computati- 
on a handred of the drinkers of this fober Liquor hurt, for 
one of thoie who drink tt.ong Spi:itieus Liquors; which 
it is hoped inay deferve the notice of our Pasliament.
